Does  the 
department  still  collect  detailed  information  on  whether  the  person  was  asked  to  get  out  of  the  car,  frisked,  arrested, 
cited,  etc.?  I've  reviewed  several  reports  about  the  consent  decree-era  stop  data,  including  the  2008  ACLU  report,  and 
am  wondering  what  your  assessment  is  of  those  reports. 

I'm  also  interested  in  the  changes  that  will  be  required  by  the  new  state  law,  AB  953.  Will  this  data  be  useful  for  the 
department?  Will  it  be  a  burden  on  police  officers  and  leave  them  less  time  for  pro-active  policing,  as  an  LAPPL  board 
member  argued  in  a  column?
